Report of School Board. 





The school year embraced in this report closed July 15, 1916. 

Four schools were maintained for 35 weeks, and the Old 
South school for 22 weeks, which was then closed for lack of 
scholars, it being more economical to send the scholars to Brad- 
ford. 

The total enrollment of pupils in the schools was 77, 41 boys 
and 36 girls. Visits by members of the school board, 41; by pa- 
rents and others, 404. 

Repairs have been made as needed, the buildings being in 
very good condition. A new out building has been built at 
East Sutton, as recommended by the state superintendent, | 

Visits to the North and Center Division schools were made 
by state superintendent Morrison and assistant superintendent 
Butterfield, who very highly commended the teachers and con- 
dition of the buildings.
